Students Vote

McGill students have definite views on the Authorine Lucy issue. 
Yesterday, over.2000 of them expressed these views in a campus-wide 
referendum. 

It was decided by a vote of 1801 to 560 to- authorize the SEC 
to write a letter of encouragement to Miss Lucy. No scholarship will 
be provided her in the event that she is forced to leave her struggle 
at Alabama. The vote on this question was close — 1203 against to 
1125 for. A majority of 1393 to 915 ruled out the possibility 
establishing a scholarship for some other victim of racial prej 
from the southern United States. 

Altogether, 2361 students out of a possible 4970 or 47.5% of 
the" student body cast ballots. The greatest percentage was achieved 
in the Faculty of Dentistery, where 89.9% voted. Arts and Science 
recorded the smallest percentage of students voting with 36.4%. 

The 47.5% may be considered as a "good" percentage. It is con- 
siderably higher than the percentage recorded in most elections for 
student officers, such as the one to,be held next Wednesday. It is 
emphasized that the decision is not the official position of McGill 
.University as McGill. University, but the position of the student body.

One of tho lesser known but 
more important student bodies on 
campus has been working serious- 
ly in tho past two years to gain 
the students a greater voice in 
the policies of tho University. 

For many years tho SAC has 
done little more than approve 
the athletic policies of the Senate 
and Athletics Board and very 
often was' not given the opportun- 
ity to do even this. Thanks to the 
efforts of Mr. Harry Griffiths, 
bie new Director of Athletics, the 
SAC has been bypassed less fre- 
quently on decisions concerning 
athletics at McGill. But unfort- 
unately tho SAC has remained 
little more than, a rubber stamp 
In all matters placed before it 
All of its decisions must be ra- 
tified by the Athletics Board and 
the Senate which can hardly be 
considered as reflectors of student 
opinion. If these bodies do not 
get tho decision they seek from 
the SAC,, they simply overrule 
tho council. 

The decline of the practical 
power of the SAC is hard to trace. 

In 1025 tho students controlled 
all athletics in tho University and 
tho SAC administered , a budget 
larger than the SEC. Today tho 
opposito is true. Although tho 
SAC officially npproves the ex- 
penditures of tho athletic teams, 
it has no practical influence in 
tho determination of tho budget. 

The handling of the budget in 
tho SAC is only slightly short of 
rediculons. Figures for the ex 
penditures of tho various athlet- 
ic teams are presented to tho 
council ' which is expected to ap- 
prove expenditures of a certain 
limit. No indications as to the 
expected revenues from which tho 
expenditures must bo met is gi 
ven to tho council. In the cur 
rent year expenditures of se%*ernl 



hundred dollars were turned jdown 
by tho council bec au so they 
would put tho total expenses over 
the limit of the proceeding year. 
Tho fact that football revenues 
were expected to show a sizeable 
increase in tho coming year was 
not available to the council. 

There is no logical reason why 
the student body cannot be given 
a practical voice in the athletic 
policies of the University. Certain 
steps have been taken in this dir- 
ection by the Athletics Depart- 
ment and by the SAC itself but 
there is sitill much which must be

done before tho SAC can become 
more than a rubber stamp. 

In order for student desires to 
bo more directly expressed in the 
athletics policy of McGill, the bud- 
(get of the Athletics Depart- 
ment must be opened to the SAC. 
Furthermore the funds must bti 
placed at the disposal of tho SAC 
on the same basis as is done in 
the SEC in order to make the poli- 
cies of the SAC more effective. 

Action by tho student body and 
the Senate is warranted on this 
matter.

And Squash

They say that the best way to measure a person's true personality 
is to play cards with him. 
Baloney! 

A much better method of analyzing a person is by challenging him 
to a gamo of squash. ' 

The true character of any man will stick out on the squash court 
like a strapless evening gown- among a congregation of nuns. If they 
over took a survey, they would likely discover that the number of 
different types of squash players would ibe directly (proportional to the 
total various types of people in the world. Once on the squash court, every 
man becomes his true self. The explosive, outspoken person may deve- 
lop into a dainty old woman while the seemingly mild-tempered and 
serene individual may unload hisi pent-up emotions and become a brutal 
Frankenstein. 

Most people, however, lie intermediary between these two extrem 
Yet, in these apparently normal humans rest some peculiar traits which 
become grossly conspicuous on the Bquash court You don't have to be 
a psychiatrist or an expert squash player to recognize them. 

One type of personality which can be readily spotted on the squash 
floor is that of the sly, foxy individual. Squash addicts have inserted 
a clause in their moral code which warns all participants to beware 
this type. His slow, deliberate play will either afflict you with a lethar- 
gic sleepiness or incite you to break your racquet over his head, de- 
pending upon what kind of a person you are and to what extremes 
ho engages in his tomfoolery. 

The most syrabolllc mark of this type is his consistently repeated 
use of a play generally known as "the lob". You wilt be standing- in 
the rear of the court expecting a hard return, but he will instead foul 
you up by easily and methodically dumping the ball in the front corner 
wall one-eighth of an inch above the tin foil. The ball will spin for a 
moment, stop dead, and then drop lazily to the floor without even a 
bounce — only a dull thud. Your sly opponent will pick up the ball, 
turn around and, gleaming radiantly, amble back to his serving posi- 
tion, very proud indeed of his winning the point. Novice squash play- 
ers should be carefully warned not to bring anything sharp into the 
court when playing a match against this type. The death penalty has 
not yet been abolished in Canada. 

Another most common type of squash player is the fellow who 
swings his racquet with the abandon of a desperate trapper fighting 
off a pack of hungry wolves. Don't play against this type unless you 
have taken out a life insurance policy or are prepared to be maimed 
for life. If you leave the court unscathed after a game against the 
"flying, squasher" type, you certainly have been leading a divine life. 

This fellow's alarming recklessness may be traced to his inaWlity 
to get along with his own ego. If he commits a mistake which results 
in his losing a point, he has an inner compulsion to destroy everything 
in sight. Get out of his way! That squash racquet will be flying. Some- 
times he rears back and tosses it at the front wall. Other times he will 
hold onto it, even when it cracks in two after making 200 m.p.h. con- 
tact with the back wall. Usually he will simply jump in the air and 
with with one overhead awing smash it to bits against tho hard wooden 
floor. This, type, however, provides the squash manufacturing compa- 
nies with their income. Ho goes through at least two dozen racquets 
per year. 

Another type of figure who reigns over many a squash court is 
the financial wizard. He can be spotted the moment you step on the 
floor. His eyes are green and shaped like dollar signs. His first words 
will be something like: "I'll spot you 8-5 and 2 even. Give me a margin 
of 31/j points up by one and 73c. 17-5 says that the game isn't tied 
after the 10 point mark and 4-1 on 15c says I'll win by three pro- 
viding Canadians beat Rangers and tie Bruins tomorrow night. The 
bet's off if the market slumps because of Ike's illness." If you have 
to play against this type, the best possible advice is that you exchange 
your squash racquet for a calculating machine and your ball for a 
cheque bok. ' 

It would be an impossible task to list every kind of squash player 
in this limited space. Tho important thing is that your opponents will 
possess an infinite number of peculiarities and you may enjoy the 
game all the more if you spot and analyze these eccentricities. Who 
knows T It may even improve your play.
